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To the Members of the Clydesdale Horse Society of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

Gentlemen, 

I have now much pleasure in presenting to the 
Members of your Society the Retrospective Volume of the 
Stud-book, which contains: — 1st. A short history of the 
breed; 2nd. Pedigrees of 1044 horses foaled previous to 
1st January, 1875 ; and, 3rd. An Appendix, containing par- 
ticulars of Stallions which could not be classed as Clydesdales, 
but which are alluded to in the numbered pedigrees. These 
latter, of course, having been entered for the purpose of 
making a more complete work, their position in the Appendix 
is on no account to be held as implying their recognition as 
eligible for entry into the main volume. 

The history, which differs considerably from that heretofore 
afforded by various writers on horses, has been culled from 
old statistical records containing information as to Lanark- 
shire, and has been corrected and substantiated by personal 
investigation in the Upper Ward of that county (the birthplace 
of the breed), and on that account can be thoroughly relied 
upon. The latter part of it, with the family-tree and tabu- 
lated pedigrees (which show at a glance the pedigree and 
progeny of the animals in question, and descriptions of the 
most noted horses), has been compiled from personal recollec- 
tions of the oldest breeders, and is intended as a key to the 
main volume. 

The numbered pedigrees have been collected from various 
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sources — the bulk of them being obtained by entry-forms 
from breeders and owners; from the catalogue entries and 
prize lists of the Highland and Agricultural and Glasgow 
Agricultural Societies' Shows ; but the most valuable source 
has been the cards and bills of travelling stallions. 

In thanking gentlemen for the assistance they have 
accorded me, I have specially to acknowledge the services 
rendered by the Members of the Editing Committee for their 
laborious and careful duties in revision ; the Rev. John 
Gillespie, M.A., of Mouswald, the editor of the ' Galloway 
Herd-book/ who was at great trouble in searching old statisti- 
cal records for the historical information ; and the labours of 
your Secretary, Mr. Thomas Dykes, who, in the course of his 
visits to the various breeding-districts, collected the tradi- 
tionary matter embodied in the accompanying introduction. 
Of the breeders and others interested who have willingly 
furnished descriptions and reminiscences, Mr. Robert Wilson, 
late of Dura (now of Leithenhall, Wamphray) ; Mr. Peter 
Crawford, Dumgoiack ; Mr. William Gray, Muncraig, Kirk- 
cudbright ; Mr. Andrew r Warnock, Bearyards, Bishopbriggs ; 
Mr. Proudfoot, Glasgow ; Mr. Andrew Leiper, Yardbent, 
Strathaven ; Mr. Peter Anderson, Gillespie, Glenluce ; and 
Mr. Robert Somerville, formerly of Lampits (now residing in 
Gallowgate, Glasgow), have been most attentive to inquiries, 
and have otherwise contributed to a work which, I sincerely 
trust, is destined to mark a new era in the history of the 
Clydesdale breed of horses. 

With these few remarks I bring this Retrospective Volume 
into life, and, wishing the Society every success,

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In attempting to settle the hitherto vexed question of the origin Theories as to 
of the Clydesdale breed of horses, we have had to consider two on 5 in - 
frequently-advanced theories : — the first, that the breed is the result 
of a cross between the native Scotch mares and some Flemish 
stallions imported into this country by one of the Dukes of Hamil- 
ton more than two centuries ago; the second, that it is a " mixed " 
or made breed, the reward of careful attention in the selecting and 
mating of the best animals by the farmers in the valley of the 
Clyde. The first theory is the more popular one; but unfortunately 
there are no records existing as to the introduction of the Flemish 
horses mentioned; and, as it is found on inquiry to be totally 
unsupported by local tradition, it is not so readily acceptable. 

One of our most noted authorities on the agriculture of the Alton's views 
West of Scotland, Aiton of Strathaven, writing in the year 1810, ^f.^ ing the 
says : — " One of the ancestors of the present Duke of Hamilton is 
said to have imported from Flanders, about the middle of the 17th 
century, six fine black stallions, which he kept at Strathaven 
Castle for the use of his tenants and vassals. These are said to 
have greatly improved the breed of horses in the county of Lanark." 
In a footnote to the foregoing Mr. Aiton adds : — " I have lived 
many years at Strathaven, where these horses are said to have been 
kept, and made all possible inquiry into the fact, but no person in 
that part ever heard of such stallions till they read concerning 
them in some of the statistical accounts of other parishes or similar 
publications. I am confident that such large horses as they are 
represented to have been would not, when coupled with the 
diminutive mares then in that quarter, have raised an improved, 
but rather an unshapely and unhealthy breed. It must have been 
better feeding and treatment that improved the breed anywhere." 
(Aiton's ' Report on Ayrshire,' 1810.) 

The gentleman, William Aiton, who wrote the above, was a 
writer in Strathaven, who, having been a practical farmer in Ayr- 
shire in early life, was chosen by the Board of Agriculture to 
write the account of that county. Considering his practical acquaint- 
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ance with such subjects (he having given, in his work on Ayrshire, 
an account of the origin of Ayrshire cattle, which is still our best 
and most reliable authority on the early history of that valuable 
breed of dairy stock), and that he resided in the neighbourhood for 
many years, mingled freely with the farmers, and made diligent 
inquiry into the allegation, his evidence is very strong testimony 
against the truth of the tradition. Moreover, in those days, when 
tradition was handed down from father to son, there was little 
likelihood of such an important agricultural fact being lost in a 
single century in the very place where the event it speaks of is 
said to have occurred. Alton's opinion, that this theory originated 
elsewhere and was too readily embraced by the statistical writers 
who were called upon in 1792 to write reports on the agriculture 
of the different parishes, would seem to be the correct one. 

These statistical writers were nearly all parish ministers, who, 
as a rule, had not the extensive practical acquaintance with agri- 
culture which Aiton had, and, naturally enough, did not take a 
very deep interest in the subject. The following is the testimony 
of one of these gentlemen, the Eev. David Ure, M.A., minister of 
Eutherglen, who wrote the account of that parish in 1792, and 
thus makes allusion to the breed in noticing Eutherglen Fair : — 
Eutherglen " Eaibs. — The market-day is not now frequented ; but six fairs 

Fair * are held annually in the town, and are famous for the best draught- 

horses in Europe. It is said that more than a century ago, one 
of the ancestors of the present Duke of Hamilton brought with 
him to Scotland six coach-horses originally from Flanders, and 
sent them to Strathaven, the castle of which was then habitable. 
The stallions were all of a black colour and remarkably hand- 
some. The farmers in the neighbourhood, readily embracing the 
favourable opportunity, made this foreign breed cross with the 
common Scotch kind, and thereby procured a breed superior to 
either. Erom this a strong and hardy race of horses was soon 
spread over the country, but in many places, owing to neglect, was 
allowed to degenerate. By want of proper attention we often let 
slip the most favourable opportunities of improvement, and suffer 
unmanly indolence to deprive us of many blessings we might 
otherwise enjoy. A high degree of credit, however, is due to the 
farmers of the upper part of the county for their unremitting 
endeavours to improve this excellent breed. They pay strict 
attention to every circumstance respecting the colour; the soft- 
ness and hardness of the hair ; the length of the body, breast, 
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and shoulders of their breeders — sire and dam. No inducement 
whatever can lead them to encourage the breed of a horse that is 
not possessed of the best qualities. Providence commonly favours 
the attentive and the diligent. Their laudable attempts have 
proved to be successful, and Britain is now reaping the fruits of 
their well-directed care. Every farm almost throughout the extent 
of several parishes supports six, or at least four mares — the half 
of which are allowed annually to foal. The colts are mostly sold 
at the fairs of Lanark and Carnwath and bring to the owners from 
£5 to £20 each. These are generally purchased by farmers from 
the counties of Eenfrew and Ayr, where they are trained for the 
draught till about five years pld ; they are then sold at the fairs of 
Eutherglen, from .£25 to £40 each ; from whence they are taken 
to the Lothians, England, &c., where they excel in the plough, the 
cart, and the waggon." — Statistical account of the Parish of 
Rutherglen, 1792, by the Eev. David Ure, M.A. 

Taken in conjunction with the evidence of Aiton, the above 
testimony goes far to prove that the Clydesdale breed of horses, 
if not originated, was at least brought to a high state of per- 
fection in the Upper Ward of Lanarkshire. This, too, is in ac- 
cordance with the traditions of several of the oldest fanners of 
the West of Scotland, many of whom there are still living who 
recollect their visits to Lanark in August for the purpose of pur- 
chasing Clydesdale colts. 

St. James's Fair at Lanark was then, as now, held on the Lanark Fair. 
Wednesday before the 12th of August, and was resorted to by 
all the farmers of the principal western agricultural counties of 
Scotland, who, as stated by the reverend chronicler of Eutherglen, 
purchased yearling colts, which after training for the draught they 
resold at Eutherglen Fair to the farmers of the Lothians, England, 
&c. 

These yearling colts were nearly all bred in that part of the 
valley of the Clyde lying between Lamington on the upper, and 
Hamilton on the lower reaches of the river. The horse-breeding 
district from which the fair was supplied comprised the parishes 
of Lamington, Libertoun, Eoberton, Symington, Culter ; and Car- 
michael, Pettinain, and Quothquhan. In these parishes nearly Breeding in the 
every farmer kept several mares, according to the size of his hold- UpP er 
ing, from each of which he bred a foal, which, if a colt, was sold Bn ire. 
to a middleman or dealer, as a yearling, for disposal at Lanark 
fair. The prices obtained varied from £5 to £20 : and if a colt 
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was successful enough to draw £30 he would be kept entire. If, 
however, the foal were a filly she was kept till three years old, 
when, if of fair quality, she would realize i>30. 

The colts were generally bought up by the local dealers during 
the month of July, and taken into Lanark fair in loose droves ; 
similar to the manner in which Shetland ponies were wont to be 
brought to Falkirk Tryst. 

Some idea of the extent to which breeding was carried on may 
be gathered from an incident in the memory of one of the oldest 
Upper- Ward farmers. He recollects seeing a then noted dealer 
named Gibson, of the Bank of Pettinain, driving between 50 and 
60 yearling colts before him into Lanark Green on a " St. James's 
Day." 

All the colts brought to the fair bore such distinct resemblance 
to each other, that there is no doubt but in the Upper Ward of 
Lanarkshire there was a distinctly superior breed of draught- 
horses, the result of careful crossing and judicious management, 
identifiable with the modern Clydesdale. 

How or when the Upper Ward of Lanarkshire became noted 
for its breed of draught-horses statistical history gives us no reliable 
information. Ure's report, even if taken against the valuable 
testimony of Aiton, seems to infer that the farmers in that part 
of the county were more careful in preserving the strain of 
Flemish blood introduced by the " six black stallions." The tradi- 
tions of the Upper Ward do not, however, bear out this in any 
way, though, curiously enough, one which is so well supported as 
to be thoroughly reliable ascribes the origin to the introduction of 
a Flemish horse. It is to the following effect : — 

Some time between 1715 and 1720, John Paterson, of Loch- 
lyoch, on the estate and in the parish of Carmichael, grandson of 
Origin of the one John Paterson, who died at Lochlyoch in 1682, went to Eng- 
breed. land and brought from thence a Flemish stallion, which is said 

to have so greatly improved the breed in the Upper Ward as to 
have made them noted all over Scotland. The Lochlyoch mares 
were famous in the Upper Ward during the latter half of the 
last and the first two decades of the present century ; and a Mrs. 
Paterson, of Lochlyoch, mother of the present tenant of Drum- 
albin, now 97 years of age, still has recollection of a noted black 
The Lochlyoch mare from which many of the best stock in the Upper Ward 
marea. ^ descended. The family tradition is strongly supported by the 

fact that the Patersons were in the habit of noting down important 
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agricultural items from a very early period ; and the present repre- 
sentative of the family, Mr. Paterson, of Druinalbin, has in his 
possession a family-tree of all the descendants of that John Pater- 
son who died in 1682. 

In the year 1836, in reference to a day's ploughing given to one 
of the Patersons on leaving Lochlyoch for Drumalbin, the following 
remarks appeared in an Edinburgh newspaper, from which it will 
be seen that their claim to being the founders of the breed was 
then recognized : after descanting on the merits of the family 
and kindred topics, the writer proceeds — "And it may be here 
worthy of remark, that it was a brother of Mr. Paterson's grand- 
father who brought the notable stallion from England to Lanark- 
shire — the sire of the famous Clydesdale breed of horses of which 
the county has been so long and justly proud." 

What were the distinguishing features of the native breed pre- 
vious to the introduction of the Flemish horse, about 1715, cannot 
now be definitely determined ; but there can be little doubt that 
they were mostly of English origin, and of a mixed character. 
The old drove-road from Scotland to England crosses the Clyde 
at Hyndford Bridge, and leads across the hills by Carmichael 
and Crawfordjohn — the very centre of the then horse-breeding 
district ; and the intercourse which the farmers would thus have 
with their neighbours from the south, and the amount of traffic 
done by pack-horses, would doubtless allow of many opportu- 
nities for selecting animals calculated to improve the breed. 

The Lochlyoch mares were generally browns and blacks, with 
white faces and a little white on their legs ; they had grey hairs in 
their tails, occasional grey hairs over their bodies, and invariably 
a white spot on their belly, this latter being recognized as a mark 
of distinct purity of blood. The mares died out at Lochlyoch 
about thirty years ago. 

The Lochlyoch stock having been long noted in the "Upper Ward 
and largely drawn upon by breeders, there is no doubt that to 
them, or, more correctly, to the black horse of 1715, the Clydesdale 
horse owes its present distinctive character. 

Another horse whioh is said to have greatly improved the breed 
in the Upper Ward was one " Blaze," so called from a white mark Mr. Scott's 
on his face. He was purchased by a Mr. Scott, of Brownhill, " Blaze " 
Carstairs, as a two-year old colt, in Ayrshire, about the year 1780. 
He was taken to Edinburgh when four years old to a Show held 
in the Grass Market there, and was successful in gaining Eirst 
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Prize. This horse, which served mares for many years in the 
district round Lanark, was black in colour, and stood 16 hands 
1 inch high. Nothing was known of his pedigree ; but from his 
stylish shapes and fine action — qualities he is said to have imparted 
to his stock — it was generally supposed that he had a good share 
of the blood of the coach-horse in his veins. He is reputed to 
have left a numerous progeny in the Upper "Ward ; and no doubt 
the stock would benefit in style and shape by his blood, though the 
absence of stud-records of any kind leaves the extent a matter of 
conjecture. Mr. Weir of Brownhill, grandson of the Mr. Scott 
aforementioned, still retains his blood in his mares. 

More modern than the Lochlyoch and Brownhill Clydesdales 
(the former as the most noted breed in the Upper Ward of Lanark- 
shire during the past century, and, considering the strong tradition 
as to its origin, the fountain-head of the present famous Clydesdale 
The Lampits breed) were those of Lampits, in the parish of Carnwath. This 
Stud. breed, which was the most noted at the commencement of the 

present century, circumstances go far to prove was an offshoot of 
the Lochlyoch stock. At any rate, at the displenishing sale of the 
stock of Mr. Thomas Clarkson, of Shotts Hill Mill, parish of Car- 
stairs, Lanarkshire, in the year 1808, Mr. Somerville, of Lampits 
Farm, purchased a two-years old filly with which he founded his 
" Thompson's stud. This filly was the mother of " G-lancer " (335), " Thompson's 
Black Horse." Bi ac k Horse," from which all the best and most noted horses of the 
present day are descended. Mr. Clarkson, who bred the filly, had 
acquired considerable reputation in the Upper Ward as a breeder ; 
and being a nephew of the then tenant of Lochlyoch (who, indeed, 
was trustee on the estate at the time of sale), there is every reason 
to believe that the Shotts-Hill stock was related to that of Loch- 
lyoch, bred off the Flemish stallion brought from England. 

The Shotts-Hill filly, which in time became noted as the Lampits 
" old mare " (she died in 1827), was mother of several filly foals, 
all of which became famous brood-mares ; but it was as mother of 
" Glancer " (335), alias " Thompson's Black Horse," she was destined 
to become memorable in the history of the Clydesdale breed. 

The family -tree (see opposite) of this horse shows the number 
of noted sires that trace their descent from him. 

" Glancer," better known as " Thompson's Black Horse," from 
being the property of Mr. James Thompson, of Germiston, Toll- 
cross, Glasgow, was bred by Mr. Somerville, Lampits Farm, Carn- 
wath, in or about the year 1810, his dam being the Lampits mare 
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Johnnie Cope (417).

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purchased as a two-year old filly at the Shotts Hill Mill sale. 
When a yearling colt he became the property of Mr. Alexander Kerr, 
Gallowberry, Stewarton, Ayrshire, who, however, sold him to Mr. 
Thompson when rising two years old. He was black in colour, 
save both hind legs, which were white, and had a strong neat 
body set on short thick legs, the clean sharp bones of which were 
fringed with nice, flowing, silken hair. He is said by all who 
remember him to have been a very complete horse in all points, 
except the hocks, which were considered to be a little full. He 
served for many years in the valley of the Clyde, between Glasgow 
and Lanark, and left a strong impression on all Clydesdale 
stock. 

His son "Glancer I." (336), bred by Mr. James Frame, of Glancer I. 
Broomfield, Lanarkshire, did not attain the same notoriety. It is ( Frame 8 )* 
reported that he was sold to go to Ireland when young ; and this 
may account for his lesser reputation as a breeder. He was out of 
Mr. Frame's " Darling," an up-standing brown mare, with nice action, Frame's mare 
a good worker on the farm, and said by Mr. Frame's old stallion- " Dar l im l" 
groom, Sandy Rodger (who is still alive, and who wrought her in cart 
and plough) to have been " as wise as a man." " Glancer I.'s" repu- 
tation rests on the fact of his being the sire of " Glancer II." (337), Glancer II. 
also bred by Mr. Frame, out of " Brown Bess," a strong, handsome "^he^ame^ 
mare, with a face of mottled brown and white, a brown body, and Horse." 
four black legs. She took Second Prize at the first Show of the 
Highland and Agricultural Society, held at Glasgow in 1827. 
" Glancer II." was more commonly known as " Frame's Lame 
Horse," from a slight accident which happened to him when a colt, 
one of his legs slipping between the planks of a wooden bridge 
near the Steading of Broomfield. As an aged horse he had no 
perceptible lameness ; but the designation he bore as a colt was 
used in his later days to distinguish him from other horses belong- 
ing to the same owner. In colour he was brown, his distinctive 
markings being a white blaze on his face and a white hind foot. 
Like his grandsire, the " Black Horse," he was not a very high- 
standing horse ; but he was possessed of strong bones, well- 
feathered legs, and sound feet, a good broad head, an ample round- 
ribbed body, and a strong constitution. He was a first-rate stock- 
getter, and no horse before or since his day is said to have got 
more foals. Although many of his colt-foals became noted stallions, Broomfield 
the one by which he will always be best known is " Broomfield Champion. 
Champion " (95). 
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Mr. Orr's This noted sire was bred by Mr. Orr, of Shotts, out of his grey 

grey mare. mare, bred by Mr. Purdie, of Spittal, Carnwath. He was the 
mare's first, if not her only, foal, as owing to high-feeding (indulged 
in with a view to ensuring success at the Highland Society's Shows, 
then just commenced), her powers of propagation were impaired. 

" Broomfield Champion " in appearance is said to have closely 
resembled his great grandsire Thompson's "Glancer." He was 
black in colour, with four white legs, on which was set a round 
capacious body with a short back. He had a nice broad head, with 
a full vigorous-looking eye, and was a perfect mover at all paces — 
qualities much in demand by breeders. After travelling in the 
county of Aberdeen one Season, when he was known as " Aberdeen 
Champion," he was brought back to Broomfield, in the district 
J around which he served mares for several Seasons, and became 

famous as the sire of several stallions of note, besides a great 
many Prize mares. To " Broomfield Champion " every Clydesdale 
breeder likes to trace the descent of his stock ; and so with him, it 
may be said, the more careful noting of pedigrees originated — 
breeders by this time finding it advantageous to use a superior 
strain of blood. With the noting of pedigrees commenced a new 
era in the history of the Clydesdale breed.

Progressive History of Breed. 

As has been observed in the early part of this Introduction, the 
breeding of Clydesdale Horses previous to, and for some years 
after, the commencement of the present century was confined to 
The Upper ^PP er Ward of Lanarkshire, where nearly every farmer kept 

Ward a number of mares, from each of which it was his object to breed a 

foal for the purpose of supplying the demand of the more advanced 
agricultural counties. To every twenty of such farmers, or to an 
average of about eighty mares, there was kept a stallion ; but not 
the modern high-fed animal, with roller and ribbons, travelling from 
stations at a premium, but a good shapely animal possessed of fair 
strong bones, with legs well feathered, with nice silky hair, a good 
shapely head, broad between the eyes, large ears, a mild disposition, 
and bred off a mare of good pedigree, which latter, though not 
registered in those days, was at least easily remembered owing 
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to the limited area to which Clydesdale breeding was and had 
hitherto been confined. Such horses did their regular share of the 
season's ploughing, at the close of which they were fed-up a little 
for stud purposes, but not to the excess which in numerous cases 
now-a-days completely defeats the object for which it is intended. 
Not infrequently the horse was loosened out of the yoke to serve 
the mare at the side of the plough — the fee in such cases being one 
shilling to the ploughman as compensation for his trouble and (but Terms of 
that only on the mare producing a foal) ten or fifteen shillings or a Service, 
pound to the owner. 

About 10 or 12 years after its commencement, the Highland 
Society (now the Highland and Agricultural), which had been 
formed in the year 1784 for the purpose of improving the agricul- 
tural condition of the Highlands, began to take an interest in the 
improvement of the breed of horses, and premiums were offered in The Highland

for stallions, mares, colts, and fillies. The competitions gene- 
rally took place between the 10th day of August and 1st day of 
November, and were held under the following conditions, viz. that Conditions of 
" in order to entitle the competitors to the receipt of the Pre- ^P 6 ^ 011 - 
" miums a regular report, subscribed by all the judges who attend 
" competition, must be transmitted by the convener so as to reach the 
" Secretary on or before ' the 10th December, and each report must 
" specify the age of the stallions preferred, the period the stallions 
" and brood-mares have been in possession of the competitors, and 
" whether they are their property at the day of the competition, 
" and the number of stallions, colts, or fillies respectively produced." 
These Premiums had undoubtedly a beneficial effect in improving the 
breed of draught-horses in the Highland districts ; but in Lanark- 
shire the enthusiasm of the breeders was quite sufficient without the 
aid of pecuniary stimulants. Subsequently the Society in awarding 
its Premiums divided horses into two classes ; and so at Perth, in 
1823, gave a "Prize of 10 guineas for the best Clydesdale or other Premiums for 
" mare well qualified for working the strong lands, which was q®*^^ 868 ' 
" brought into or retained in the county of Perth, the bond Jide 
" property of any landlord or tenant in the county, and to be kept 
" for the purpose of breeding — 10 Guineas."

" Second. A very active and at same time very strong horse, and 
" which may be adapted, according to circumstances, either for 
" working the land or for meeting the demand for harness-horses of 
" every description, which is at present supplied from England or 
" Ireland. The Cleveland bays are the basis of such a breed, but the 
" Society does not wish to limit the competition to any particular 

"breed." 

What no doubt led the Society to make the above suggestions, 
in announcing their Premiums for 1824, was some able remarks 
in an article in the ' Farmer's Magazine 9 of 1823, reviewing the 
Christmas Show which had been held at Edinburgh in December 
1822. The article is worth producing here, as showing the views 
on the breeding of horses at that time, while it gives further evidence 
of the fame which Lanarkshire had acquired for breeding heavy 
draught-horses. 

"At all times, but more particularly at the present moment, 
when it is so much the object of the farmer to economize the ex- 
pense of the productions of the soil, great advantage might possi- 
bly be effected by turning the general attention in many districts to 
obtain a race of much stronger and more active horses than are 
generally to be met with. The difference of the work done by an effi- 
cient horse in comparison with that of a weak one is immense ; and 
by bringing the improvement to some degree of perfection, pro- 
bably out of five pair of ordinary horses, one pair might be saved. 
Tet it is only in the farthest forward districts that we find this 
advantage systematically attended to; and the number of young 
horses bred upon small farms for the purposes of draught which 
turn out to be middling, unprofitable, and sometimes almost useless 
is very great. There is, however, one district of Scotland (Lanark- 
shire) in which, with the assistance of the neighbouring county 
of Ayr, a great number of probably the best species of draught- 
horse for very heavy work are annually reared. The merits of the 
true Clydesdale horse are universally admitted. 

" For many parts of the country, however, it is not necessary to 
have quite so heavy a horse ; and the circumstance of greater ac- 
tivity united to greater strength comes to be the object for the 
most economical use of horse labour in such situations. The 
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advantage of a quick-stepping, long-paced horse, provided he has 
sufficient strength, over a sluggish horse a great deal heavier is 
perfectly acknowledged by every ploughman who knows his own 
department of the work. These being the objects to be gained, the 
farmer should select the kind according to the nature of his soil. 
For very strong heavy land he cannot take a better model than Heavy horses 
the Clydesdale horse, proportioned of course in size to the strength k^ eavy 
of his ground. For lighter soils a nimbler and more active race 
should be procured. 

" Probably the best horse of this description is the Cleveland Bay, The Cleveland 
an original breed of the country, neither blood nor black, that is, a bree ^" 
distinct race from the English blood-horse, and equally distinct 
from the black or cart breed of the country. It was the basis of 
the breed of the old London coach-horse when heavier cattle were 
used for these conveyances ; and after the fashion came to adopt 
a lighter horse for carriages, this valuable breed was allowed almost 
to become extinct, till their excellence for agricultural purposes 
was noticed by some practical farmers in the north of England, 
who for several years back have been exerting themselves to re- 
vive the breed. Nothing is bred from them but what turns out of 
advantage. If too light for farming purposes, they make admira- 
ble coach and chariot horses, and when crossed with blood, pro- 
duced valuable and high-priced hunters or road-horses. The 
practice of farmers who have had the good fortune to fall in with The breeding 
the genuine breed of these animals is to keep the mares for the j£ 2e north* 
working of their farms, and to sell off the young colts for breeding 
purposes, or (according as they are fit for their work) for town 
carriages or coaches on the road. 

" It is very remarkable that in Scotland, where there is now a 
very great demand for this kind of powerful and active horse, the 
country should not have been able hitherto to produce almost any 
for its own use. The mail-coaches, stage-coaches, and public con- Demand for 
veyances of almost every kind are horsed from Yorkshire, Nor- ^^^Jj^ 68 
thumberlandshire, or Ireland, with very few exceptions of Scotch- 
bred horses. The contractors complain of the difficulty of procu- 
ring horses without going out of the country for them ; and there 
seems to be no good reason, if the system was properly introduced, 
why the country itself should not produce animals of sufficient 
power and activity to supply the demand which these establish- 
ments occasion. It is with great pleasure I see the attention of 
the Directors of the Highland Society turned to this point, though 
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I could have wished that the districts for experiment had been more 
numerous." 

These arguments, clear, forcible, and very apt at the time in 
which they were written, backed by the Highland Society, had the 
desired effect in the introduction of a large number of Cleveland 
Stallions. In the northern counties they were common for a long 
time. Dumfriesshire made use of them, and also the Garrick dis- 
trict of Ayrshire ; but the Galloways and the Clyde valley counties 
remained true to their own particular breed, and when the steam- 
engine ran the coach-horse off the road, they had their'constancy 
rewarded by the great demand from the cities for horses of the very 
heaviest description to meet the increased commercial traffic deve- 
loped by the railway system. Previous to the railway system, 
breeding of the heavier class of horses had been stimulated by the 
demand for good useful animals for the purpose of carting the pro- 
duce of the now extensive mineral fields which about that time were, 
beginning to be wrought. The remarks of " Sassenach " as to lighter 
horses for lighter lands still hold true, but are not so general in 
their application ; as in the cultivation of green crop the use of 
horse-power in reaping and mowing necessitates, even on fairly 
light soils, animals with good strong legs and constitution. 
Highland So- In 1827 a new epoch in the history of Clydesdale breeding was 
Show B ofHopse8 inaugurated by the Highland Society holding its first open show 
at Glasgow at Glasgow for horses, when a prize of ten sovereigns was awarded 
in 1827. to a mare a g e( j 8 j x y ears belonging to Mr. John Cairns, Nether- 

house. This mare's sire was a horse named the " Brown Glancer," 
belonging to Mr. Thompson of Germiston, and so called to distin- 
guish him from his more noted compeer " the Black Horse." At 
Frame, of this Show, Mr. James Frame, of Broomfield, made his first mark in 
Broomfleld. Society's annals by securing Second Prize for the dam of 

" Glancer II." (337), and First Prize for the best three-year old filly. 
The Premium for the best colt was on that occasion won by 
Mr. John " Sovereign" (811), the property of Mr. John Brown, Kirkmuir, and 
^Sovereign " ^7 " Farmer's Fancy," a noted son of Thompson's black horse, 
" Glancer." There are few horses in the present volume which can 
be traced back directly to 44 Sovereign," though he bred well ; and 
Mr. Peter Crawford, the veteran tenant of Dumgoiack, received 
from the late Lord Belhaven, acting on behalf of His Majesty King 
George the Fourth, £160 for a colt by him, which was subsequently 
presented by His Majesty to the Grand Turk. Though interesting, 
the Show was not considered by judges to have been a very 
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satisfactory one, as they withheld the Second Prize for colts owing 
to want of merit, while the following local newspaper report no 
doubt embodies their opinion on the mares : — 

" In the head-quarters of the- Clydesdale breed, and the very Eeport on the 
centre of the country long famed for horses, it would have been Show, 
expected that there would have been a very powerful competition 
for the premiums that were offered by the Society for brood-mares. 
The judges, however, had much less difficulty than would have 
been supposed. Only nineteen mares appeared for competition ; 
and after a careful inspection the judges at once unanimously 
awarded the premium of 10 sovereigns to Mr. Cairns' mare." 

The writer of the report had no doubt been prepared to find a 
great Seal, but does not make allowance for the fact that it was 
the first public Show for horses held under the auspices of the 
Society. Moreover, Glasgow was not then the centre of the 
horse-breeding districts, as Lanark and Carnwath were then and 
for some years afterwards looked upon as the head-quarters. The 
Shows of the Highland Society which followed helped to extend the 
breeding-area, though this work had previously been commenced by 
two noted west-country farmers, whose names are yet familiar as 
household words in the counties of Ayr and Eenfrew. These were 
Mr. James Frame, of Broomfield, Hamilton, already alluded to, and 
Mr. William Fulton, Sproulston, Lochwinnoch, ^Renfrewshire. 

About the commencement of the present century Mr. Frame Frame, of 
occupied the farm of Broomfield, which is situated on the banks of Broomfield. 
the Clyde near the town of Hamilton. A man of more than 
average intelligence, he farmed his land to an extent which was 
then considered very liberal, and so acquired some note as an 
agriculturist. A capital judge of horses, it was natural that his 
enthusiasm should take a strong bent in that direction ; and conse- 
quently it is as the breeder of Clydesdales that he is best known. 
In common with many other west-country farmers, he regularly 
visited Lanark Fair ; but, living in the immediate neighbourhood, 
he preferred to make quiet raids into the Upper "Ward, from which 
he seldom returned without a nice colt or a good brood-»mare. 
The same broad spirit characterized his breeding as his other farm- 
ing operations ; and so, when the Highland Society made a rule Browns and 
that all horses entered for competition should be either "black bays become 
bays or brown bays," he set himself to the fulfilment of the 
new conditions by castrating all colts which happened to be of 
other colours. Being the leading stallion-owner of the day, he 
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may be said to have created the fashion which now exists for bays 
and browns, while at the same time checking* the reproduction of 
greys, which were then very common. 
Mr. Fulton, of Scarcely less enthusiastic was the late William Fulton, who 
Sproulston. occupj^ the farm of Sproulston, near the borders of Eenfrewshire 
and Ayrshire, and who died about the year 1850. He regularly 
visited Lanark Fair, where he purchased a number of colts, the 
majority of which he generally disposed of at St. James's Fair, 
Paisley, in the following week. A few of these colts he, according 
to merit, kept entire for the purpose of serving mares in the neigh- 
bourhood, the general quality of which had been improved by occa- 
sional purchases of two- or three-year old fillies also bred in the 
Upper Ward. Though more famous as a dealer, Mr. Fulton bred 
several noted stallions, and all of the best Clydesdale blood. With 
" Clyde," alias " Glancer " (153), the son of " Broomfield Champion," 
he acquired considerable reputation, though previous to the time of 
the latter he had been slightly averse to the " Black Glancer " kind, 
preferring rather an at that time noted strain of Upper- Ward blood, 
represented by Hugh Elder's (of Carstairs) horse, the sire of 
"Sproulston Old Farmer" (576), which made himself famous at 
Drumore in Wigtownshire, and is of note as the founder of what is 
known as the " Victor " breed. Mr. Fulton used to say, " Frame's 
kind have plenty of style and good action ; but Elder's kind have 
bigger and better bones and more hair." 

A close study of the large genealogical tree and small tables 
will show that in some cases the bloods have become very well 
blended. 

Though, however, Mr. Fulton had a predilection for Mr. Hugh 
Elder's kind (which is strongly represented in the Wigtownshire 
Clydesdales of the present day through the Drumore breed, see 
Tablets I. & V.), he possessed several noted stallions off the 
Broomfield strain from Thompson's " Glancer " (335), and, indeed, 
for several years owned a son of the latter, bred by Mr. Somerville, 
Strafrank, Carnwath, which each season he sent into the Coldstream 
district under charge of " Tommy " Shearer, a noted stallion-leader 
«« Nonsuch " of those early days. This horse has been identified as " Nonsuch " 
Borde rhorse. (^^)* ^ e * s no ^ traceable in any of the pedigrees of the Clydesdale 
district, though he served mares one season at Sproulston, but occurs 
in some of the older Tweedside pedigrees. The possible reason 
why Mr. Fulton sent him so regularly south was that the farmers of 
the Border were not so particular as to the fringe of hair on the 
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legs as the Upper- Ward breeders, who considered it indispensable, 
and in which point he may have been slightly deficient. He was a 
heavy black horse, about 16*3, had a white hind foot and a white 
stripe down the front of his face. 

" Clydesdale Jock " (172) was another slightly unpopular horse " Clydesdale 
in his own district, the reason being identical with the foregoing, q^^j^^ 
He was a son of " Glancer II." (337), " the lame horse," and was 
a capital, thick-set, well-made horse and a good stock-getter — the 
horses "Hilton Charlie" (381) and "John Anderson my Jo" 
(409), both of some reputation, were his grandsons. 

The horse with which Mr. Fulton's name will ever be most " Clyde" alias 
associated is " Clyde," alias " Glancer" (153), best known as "the (\^^ e 
ruptured horse." This horse's sire was " Broomfield Champion " ruptured 
(95), and he was bred by Mr. Forrest, The Hole, near Lanark, out korse." 
of a mare of some note and of undoubted Clydesdale lineage. He 
was a small unpromising foal ; but, being well-nourished on cow's 
milk, developed into a capital colt, and in due time became renowned 
as the most successful breeding-stallion in Scotland. He was a 
dark brown horse, with a broad masculine head, and massive, yet 
shapely, neck, and a neat powerful back ; his forearms and thighs 
were strong, and his hocks and knees were capacious and cleanly 
developed. As his designation intimates, he was ruptured, a fault 
which in no way interfered with his powers of propagation, as the 
family table shows. It will be seen from that table that his 
produce have in a great measure made the Clydesdale breed. 

Of his sons, " Clyde " (155), owned by Mr. Samuel Clark, was <* Clyde, ' r alias 
possibly best known. He was bred by Mr. Fulton, Sproulston, " Prince of 
out of one of his mares bred by Mr. Elder, Colomba, Carstairs, ^© Highla^' 
and was sold to Mr. Clark before he was 4 years old. In some of and Agricul-^ 
the older stallion cards his name will be found given as " Prince prize 7 * 
of Wales." He was a light brown horse, with a pear-shaped white house in 1844. 
mark on his forehead and a little white on his hind feet. In 
height he did not exceed 16 hands, and was set on strong short 
legs, the forearms of which were exceptionally strong and the 
shank -bones at all times well feathered. His quarters were broad 
and massive, and he had good thighs and sound hocks ; but in the 
body he was a little flat between the shoulders, and was not ribbed 
so well forward as many would have liked. "Clyde" travelled 
Mid-Calder district in the spring of 1844, and in the same year 
won First Prize at the Highland and Agricultural Society's Show at 
Glasgow. In Mid-Calder district he became the sire of the noted 
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"Lothian horse "Lothian Tarn" (506), out of Mr. Arkley's mare "Jess," 
Son ' Arkley ' 8 also off the " Black Horse " blood (see large table, p. xii) on her 



sire's side, and on her dam's off the " Mickle Samson " (539) strain 
(see table of " Northumberland," p. xxxiii). "Lothian Tarn" was 
larger than his sire, standing fully 16*3 ; a brown horse with a little 
white, possessing very strong legs, and great strength of bone. 
His hind legs were specially good ; and, being a capital mover, he 
was always an attractive horse in the Show-ring. He was not 
particularly strong in the hoof, and when low in condition his body 
indicated a shortness of rib ; but from the commencement of his 
breeding career, when he won First Prize as a three-year old in the 
Upper Ward of Lanarkshire, he was a great favourite with 
breeders, and left behind him several good stallions and numerous 
mares to perpetuate his stock. 

Perhaps his best-known son was " Clydesdale Tarn" (175), bred

Glen, Lettrual, Dumbartonshire, in which county he served for 
many years. He was a bright bay, with great strength of bone 
and stout legs, though lacking muscular development in the fore- 



Barr'e " Gari- arms. His son " Garibaldi " (312), bred by the late Lorne Camp- 
baldi " (312). ^U, Esq., Eosneath, and owned by Mr. John Barr, Barrangry, 
Erskine, was a dark bay, and in every way a very perfect horse. 
He had splendid action, and stood 17 hands high, which was also 
the height of his sire. He won First Prize as a three-year old at the 
Highland Society's Show at Perth in 1861 ; but, unfortunately for 
his owner in the first instance, and for the interests of Clydesdale 
breeders generally, he died when rising 4 years old. 
Leiper's The next famous son of "Clyde" was the Show-ring rival of 



" Lothian Tarn," " Prince," sometimes called " Prince Charlie." 
He was one of " Clyde's " progeny of the following season, and 
was bred by Mr. Andrew Leiper, Tardbent, Strathaven, out of a 
mare of undoubted Clydesdale lineage, the strain having been pre- 
served at Tardbent from time immemorial. " Prince " was a dark 
brown horse, with white face and legs — distinctive markings in- 
herited from his dam. He had a broad Clydesdale head, a mild 
eye, and was -well-topped, though lacking slightly at the girth. 
His fore legs were not so strong of bone as " Lothian Tarn's ;" but 
this deficiency, so far as appearances were concerned, was compen- 
sated for by a long fringe of nice silky hair. He had good pasterns, 
and, until he foundered in his later days, moved gracefully and 
sound. In 1850 he was placed second to his half-brother " Lothian 
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Tam ,, at the Highland Society's Show at Glasgow. He was a 
very impressive breeder, and, as will be found on reference to the 
pedigrees in the main volume, left a numerous progeny, many of 
which were as successful in the Show-yard as their sire was in his 
day. 

Eeturning to the immediate progeny of " Clyde," alias " Glancer" The line of the 
(153), the next animal calling for attention is "Prince Eoyal" ho^" Prince 
(647) (see large table opposite p. xii). This famous horse was Royal" (647), 
owned by Mr. John Barr, Barrangry, Erskine, Eenfrewshire, a Barrs * 
name which well deserves association with those of Frame, Fulton, 
and Clark in the early annals of Clydesdale breeding. " Prince 
Eoyal " won many prizes at the Highland Society and local shows, 
and proved himself a famous breeding horse ; in fact there are few 
of our best horses of the present day which have not a strain of 
his blood in their veins. It was one of his marked peculiarities 
that he never got a black foal ; but he had them of all other colours, 
including a number of greyish chestnuts, i. e. chestnuts with a few 
grey hairs. Through his grandson " General Williams " (326) (not " General 
his son, as is generally stated on cards) we have his blood in some of ^^^(326). 
the best mares in the country — the " General like his grandsire, 
being more successful as a sire of fillies than of colts. 



In recent years the Clydesdales of Kirkcudbright and Wigtown 
have attained an enviable reputation, and a retrospective glance 
at their history cannot fail to be interesting. Many have been of 
opinion that the Galloway breed of Clydesdales formed a distinct 
branch from that of Lanarkshire ; but this is a mistake, and can 
only have arisen in the minds of those ignorant of their history, 
as they are all connected with the Clydesdales of the Upper 
Ward. About the commencement of this century Galloway 
farmers purchased largely at Lanark fair; and their soil being 
equally favourable, if not superior, for breeding horses, to the rich 
haughs on the Clydeside, several of them acquired a reputation for 
the strength and quality of their stock. 

About 45 years ago the late Sir James Dalrymple Hay, of 
Dunragit, who farmed extensively^ had a superior breed of grey 
mares, which, it was generally understood, were bred off a strain 
of Lanarkshire blood. Mr. White of Balyett, Mr. Anderson of 
Drumore, and Mr. Agnew of Balsalloch, had horses of the same 
strain, and the dam of " Thane of Glamis " (855) and some of 
the Milmain mares are descended from this stock.

It was not, however, till the late Mr. Eobert Anderson, of 
Drumore, Wigtownshire, commenced breeding that the Galloways 
acquired that reputation for Clydesdales which at this moment is so 
very high. 

About 40 years ago Mr. Anderson came through from Drumore 
to Sproulston with the view of purchasing material for breeding 
superior Clydesdale horses. In company with Mr. Fulton he 
made an excursion into the Upper Ward, and there purchased from 
Mr. Somerville, of Lampits, a mare, daughter of a noted brood-mare 
which had no fewer than 16 foals, and out of the two-year-old filly, 
dam of " Glancer " (335). This mare subsequently became famous as 
a breeder in Wigtownshire, and her excellencies have been handed 
down to us in " Victor " (892), " Salmond's Champion" (737), and 
others. A second mare he selected was one belonging to Mr. John 
Young, Brownmuir, Lochwinnoch, which won First Prize at the 
Highland Society's Show, at Ayr, in 1835. 

Along with the two mares Mr. Anderson took with him " Old 
Farmer " (576), which had acquired some fame as a sire of good 
stock in the district around Sproulston, no fewer than nine three- 
year-old stallions got by him having been exhibited on the same 
day at a Show at Paisley. A reference to Tablet III. (p. xxxvii) 
will show that there is a good deal of his blood in that part of the 
country yet ; and of those descended from him on sire and dam's 
side may be mentioned " Muircock 99 (550), " Eenfrewshire Jock " 
(696), &c. He was brown in colour, and stood close upon 17 
hands high, on good sound legs, which were always flowing with 
nice hair. He was a very symmetrical horse and pleasing in all his 
shapes, and is said to have possessed a docile disposition — a good 
quality still to be notioed in some of his descendants. 

Having thus secured the best of two noted strains of blood — 
a granddaughter of the " Black Horse," famous, as Mr. Fulton 
said, for style, and a son of Hugh Elder's horse, noted for strength 
of bone, it is little wonder that the Drumore stud took that high 
position in Clydesdale breeding which it subsequently occupied. 
In after years Mr. Anderson further improved his blood at Dru- 
more, and the quality of Galloway stock generally, by the acquisition 
of "Farmer" (284), a well-coupled, thick-legged horse, with a sound 
constitution, and got by " Glancer " (338), winner of Second Prize 
at the Highland Society's Show at Glasgow in 1850. 

" Glancer " was a light bay horse, with exceedingly good legs 
and feet, and was a son of a horse named " Young Champion " 
(937), by " Broomfield Champion " (95) ; so that " Farmer" was a 
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great grandson of " Broomfield Champion" on his sire's side, and on 
his dam's — the noted Lumloch mare — a grandson of the same horse. 

Mr. Anderson had not long to wait ere his enthusiasm was 
rewarded, as the fusion of the Broomfield blood in "Farmer" 
with that of Elder's, as represented by Mr. Anderson's mare 
"Tibbie,"— daughter of " Eobert Burns" (701) by " Old Farmer " 
(576), out of his noted prize mare " Susie," — resulted in the pro- 
duction of " Salmond> Champion" (737) and " Victor " (892). 

" Salmond's Champion " was a famed horse, which left his mark 
upon the horses of his native county and Benfrewshire before he 
was sold for exportation. His most renowned son was " Loch- 
fergus Champion" (449), whose dam, it will be seen on reference 
to the Table, was off the Broomfield blood. 44 Lochfergus Champion" 
was a heavy, massive, dark bay. He had not the most fashionable 
of Clydesdale heads, being slightly high and narrow at the eyes ; 
but he had a prepossessing neck and shoulder and great depth of 
rib. He had good heavy flat bones and moved well. He proved 
a capital stock-getter, mares predominating in his progeny. (See 
Tablet I., p. xxxv.) 

The second product of the fusion of Broomfield with Carstairs 
blood in the person of u Victor " was, if possible, more success- 
ful than that before mentioned. This horse's blood has been recently 
so much in request that it is to be regretted he left the country 
ere he was 7 years old. M Tibbie," his dam, and "Susie," his 
granddam, were undoubtedly splendid mares, both in their day 
winning all the first honours of the Show-ring; so that " Victor's " 
fame is not surprising. He was a bright bay, with white blaze 
on face and white feet, standing 16 £ hands high, on short legs, 
furnished with clean sharp bones. He had a fine broad head and 
courageous eye, and was faultless as to neck and quarters. His 
pasterns were strong and oblique ; his feet sound and well-shaped; 
and with a temper like a lamb, he proved an excellent breeding 
horse. In the limited time during which he served in this 
country he became sire of many good stallions ; but his reputa- 
tion rests on the number of famous mares he left behind him. 
(See Tablet V., p. xxxix.) 

The Kintyre Strain. 
Not less noted than the Clydesdales of Galloway and the 
western counties are those of the peninsula of Kintyre — the 
richest and best cultivated portion of the extensive county of 
Argyll. The Kintyre land is well adapted for the rearing of 
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Clydesdales : the pasture is rich, and the soil favourable for the 
growth of bone and the development of hoof ; while the climate 
is healthy though more moist than that on the east side of the 
Firth. Notwithstanding that it is swept from side to side by the 
fierce Atlantic gales, the young Clydesdale stock on Kintyre thrives 
well, and, what is of more importance to buyers, improve on 
being " transplanted." 

Like the Galloway and other noted strains of Clydesdale blood, 
that of Kintyre has a history, which, like the others, has its origin 
in the Upper Ward of Lanarkshire. Up to a comparatively 
recent date the estates of Lee and Largie, in the Upper Ward of 
Lanarkshire and Kintyre respectively, were in the possession of 
the same proprietor, the late Sir Charles Lockhart, who took an 
active interest in the promotion of agriculture, and particularly 
the improvement of horses. 

Naturally he did not fail to notice the difference between the 
qualities of the draught-horses on his two estates, the Kintyre breed 
being nothing better than Highland ponies. Being determined, if 
possible, to improve upon these he, about the year 1820, commis- 
sioned an Upper- Ward breeder, Mr. French of Burnhouse, to select 
a couple of stallions to take to Largie. " They are to be the very 
best," said Sir Charles ; " but," he added, " they must be black, for 
the 'beggars' don't understand any thing except they are black like 
their own stots." The animals were thick-set, short-legged, good 
horses, both rising three years old, and, as was stipulated, black 
in colour. One of them in his new sphere soon acquired a repu- 
tation as a sure stock-getter, and it is from him that all the best 
Clydesdale stock in Kintyre is descended. 

The then tenant of Low Machrimore farm, who had the finest 
stock of mares in the district, is said to have served his best mare, 
" Darling," with Sir Charles's black ; and the result was a splendid 
stallion, which served in Kintyre for many years afterwards, and 
founded a race of superior mares, which still retain a distinctive 
character, and their excellency of quality is maintained by the 
many superior-bred Lowland horses brought in during recent years. 
Of this stock are the Dalrioch, Ranachan, Skerblin, and Mid- 
Craigs mares, from which are descended the dams of " Sir Colin " 
(772), " Blackleg " (71), and the present Glasgow District stallion 
"Ivanhoe" (396). 

Of Clydesdale horses subsequently introduced into the penin- 
sula, none possibly did so much towards improving the breed as 
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" Farmer's Fancy " (298), a handsome bay, son of " Clyde " or « Parmer's 
" Glancer 99 (153), already referred to as Fulton's " ruptured horse." Jj^^ 
He was bred by Mr. Erskine, Bruntshields, Lochwinnoch, Ren- 
frewshire, out of a very superior mare, whose pedigree, according 
to the wonted fashion, was not deemed of sufficient importance 
to be sought after. The horse possessed many of the excel- 
lencies of his famous sire, whose success as a breeder was well 
demonstrated by the fact of " Farmer's Fancy " being placed first 
in the class for three-year-olds at the Highland Society's Show 
at Glasgow in 1844, while his half-brother "Clyde" (155), 
belonging to Mr. Samuel Clark, held the same honourable posi- 
tion in the aged section. 

" Farmer's Fancy " returned to Campbeltown at the close of the 
Show and served mares during the summer of 1845. When the 
property of Mr. Paterson, Killeonan, in the month of January of • 
that year, the Campbeltown people were so well pleased with him 
that they resolved to retain possession of him, and accordingly he 
was purchased by the Kintyre Farmers' Society. He was taken to 
the Highland Society's Show at Dumfries in 1845, and was there 
placed Second in the aged class, the judges preferring a horse bred 
in Cumberland, named " Glenelg " (357). 

In height " Farmer's Fancy " was rather above the average of 
the Campbeltown mares, as he stood nearly 17 hands. His best 
and most attractive points were a broad masculine head, a splendid 
body, and capital legs, the heavy sharp bones of which were 
fringed with clean silky feather. He drooped slightly about the 
neck, however, and his hocks were not beyond the suspicion of 
grease. Perhaps his worst defect, and one which unfortunately he 
perpetuated with his stock, was upright pasterns, which slightly 
crippled his action. This fault was rather too common in his pro- 
duce, in which there was not unfrequently a tendency to side 
bones. 

Whilst more noted as the sire of goodmares,his reputation has been 
enhanced through his son " Lofty " (455), owned by Mr. Samuel 
Clark, which in his turn is memorable as the sire of Keir " Samson," 
alias " Logan's Twin " (741). He was also sire of a mare bred by 
Mr. Duncan Stewart, Macharhanish, Kin tyre, off the strain intro- 
duced by Sir Charles Lockhart, which, amongst other good stock, 
was mother of "Sir Colin" (772), the property of Samuel Clark, and 
winner of First Prizes at the Glasgow Agricultural and Highland 
and Agricultural Societies' Shows in the year 1857. " Sir Colin 99 
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will be best remembered as the sire of the noted mare " London 
Maggie," dam of " Ivanhoe " (398). His dam won many prizes 
at Kintyre Shows for her owner, Mr. Samuel Mitchell, Strath, who 
purchased her at the displenishing sale at Macharhanish when 
three years old. She was a big, full, and round-bodied mare, with 
a good broad Clydesdale head and a shapely neck and shoulder. 
She stood over 16J hands high on four good, thick, clean legs, all 
black, though her body was brown — the blood of the black horse, 
as in others of the district, asserting itself in this way. She 
inherited from " Farmer's Fancy " his fault, steepness of pasterns ; 
and though she never walked lame it told against her in the Show- 
ring, where, however, a good foal at foot always helped, in the eye 
of the judges, to compensate for this defect. 

Another noted horse which left his mark in Kintyre was " Rob 



EobEoy (714). Boy " (714), which travelled several seasons there, ere being taken 



to Wigtownshire. w Rob Roy's " lineage was a frequent matter of 
dispute amongst breeders and stallion-leaders. When conversation 
turned upon pedigree, the late Mr. Fulton was wont to say, " And 
what will you make of Old Rob Roy?" " Old Rob," it was always 
averred, had been purchased at Dumfries Fair when a yearling ; but 
this was not the case — the fact being that Mr. Fulton purchased his 
sire, an ill-grown yearling colt, at Lanark Fair, without inquiring 
as to his pedigree, as he had no intention of keeping him entire. 
At Sproulston, during the following year, he was put out to graze 
amongst other young Clydesdales, one of the number being a pro- 
mising young filly, out of Mr. Fulton's best.mare : to Mr. Fulton's 
surprise the colt got the filly with foal ; and the foal, a colt 
possessing good shapes, was retained as a stallion, and in course of 
time was named " Rob Roy." In talking about the pedigree to 
those who knew the story, Mr. Fulton used to say that he castrated 
" Rob's " sire on discovering that the filly was in foal, but that he 
turned out a splendid gelding. 

" Rob Roy " did not promise well as a breeder, and in the pos- 
session of Mr. Crawford, Ardneil, Ayrshire, who purchased him 
from Mr. Fulton as a four-year old, he failed to get foals. He was 
thereafter, till sent to Kintyre, wrought in Ardneil at ordinary farm 
work ; and this seems to have improved him, as in Kintyre in the 
following year, owned by Mr. Alex. Campbell, he proved a capital 
breeder. 

" Rob's " head was a little too clean-cut and scarcely pleased keen 
critics ; but he had a good neck and shoulder, and, though low of the 
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back, was broad and strong over the quarter, and possessed the very 
best and soundest of legs and feet. He was indeed exceptionally good 
from the knees and hocks to the ground ; and his fore pasterns being 
strong and oblique he greatly improved the Campbeltown mares, 
which had retained the defects of " Farmer's Fancy." In fact he 
well suited the Kintyre stock, and it is in Kintyre that he possibly 
bred best. He was afterwards purchased by Mr. James Salmond of 
Benstone, in whose possession he served successfully in Wigtown- 
shire. While there he became sire of " Hercules" (378), a high- " Hercules" 
standing bay horse, with three white legs, one black, and a white ^ 8 » by <Rob 
blaze on his face, which has perpetuated the good blood of old 
" Bob " in several of the best sires of the present day. 

The " Old Stitchee 99 line. 

Another line of stock originating from a different strain to the 
black horse, though also finding its source in the Upper Ward of 
Lanarkshire, is that to be found in the family table (p. xxx). 

" Old Stitcher," which heads the tree, was bred by the late 
Major Millar, of Dalswinton, Dumfries, and was said by some 
to have been out of an English agricultural mare. The late 
Mr. Muir, of Sornfallow, Lanarkshire, purchased him and sold 
him afterwards to Mr. Ellis, factor to Sir James Graham of 
Netherby, on whose estates for a number of years he successfully 
served mares, his stock turning out very well. He was a bright bay 
with a small white stripe on his face and a white hind foot. Those 
who recollect him say he was perfect in all his shapes, moved well, 
and was possessed of a nice mild temper. His son " Lofty " (453), Brownlie's 
owned by Mr. James Brownlie, Carluke, was bred by the late Messrs. " ^ " ( 453 )- 
John and Thomas Wilkin, Mossbank Hall, Longtown, out of a 
chestnut mare, also said to have been of alien blood. " Lofty 99 
became sire of " Young Clyde " (949) — a dark bay with a white Pringle's 
spot on forehead and four white feet — which, as the property of (^9) ngClyde " 
Mr. Pringle, Jerriestown, served mares on the Carlisle border. 
He was a big, powerful horse with grand action, but deficient in 
rib. His chief weakness lay in the eyes, which were small, and he 
latterly became blind. As will be seen on reference to the right- 
hand side of the table, " Young Clyde " was sire of several stallions ; 
amongst others "Merry Farmer" (531), sire of "Merry Tom" "Merry Tom," 
(532), a horse which won First Prize at Glasgow in 1852, and Philips's (532). 
served in the district, but did not succeed in leaving many foals. 

More famous than the previous is the line traced on the left- 
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hand side of the Table, beginning, with " Clyde" (162), owned by 
James Frame of Broomfield, and which served mares in Lanark- Frame's^ 
shire, where the "Stitcher" blood becoming fused with that of Clyde ^ 162 ^' 
Thompson's " Glancer," produced a noted strain, which is gene- 
rally identified with the Keii stud. This will be seen on reference The Keir Stud, 
to the Table, where we have "Clyde II." (167), a little, short- " Clyde II." 
legged, dark horse, which, as the joint property of the late Mr. ^ 167 ^* 
Samuel Clark and Mr. Peter Crawford, travelled in the Glasgow 
district. A colt son of this horse was the Stanleymuir " Clyde," The s ^ e y* „ 
alias " Briton " (154), the winner of First Prize at the Highland alias "Briton" 
Society's Show at Edinburgh in 1842, out of the Stanleymuir mare (154). 
which won first prize at the same Society's Show at Glasgow in 
1838. She was one of the finest mares of her day, being big, well- 
bodied, and possessing strong sound legs, and was generally sup- 
posed to have been got by " Glancer " (335). From her son 
" Clyde" (154), through "Keir Clyde "(156), a horse purchased from 
the late Samuel Clark, we have in direct descent " Forth " (307), 
" GJenlee " (362), " Lome " (499), and Mr. P. Crawford's " Ivan- 
hoe " (396) ; aud by another son of " Keir Clyde " named " Lofty" 
(459), we have Mr. Andrew Logan's "Lord Clyde" (477)— all of 
them famous breeding animals. (See Tablet IV., p. xxxviii.) 

The Ba^ffshibe " Comets." 

Off a totally different strain of blood to that of the Broomfield 
horses were the " Comets " of Mr. "Wilson of Dum, Banffshire, 
now residing at Leithenhall, Wamphray, whose enthusiasm in 
breeding greatly tended towards improving the draught-horses of 
the north. On a reference to the genealogical table at p. xxxiii, 
the descent of this stock will be seen to have been from a horse 
named " Briton," when the property of the late Mr. Fulton of 
Sproulston, but which has been identified as the same animal 
with "Northumberland" (571), well known on the Tweedside 
border, where he travelled many years as " Culley's Brown Horse." « Culley's 
He was the first horse ever owned by Mr. Fulton ; and what Brown Horse " 
little is recollected of him, besides his being described as a big, 
strong-boned, and successful breeding horse, is that his owner 
always affirmed that he was bred off a grey horse owned by a Mr. 
Smilie in the Upper Ward. Several good stallions were bred off 
him ; but the most noted was " Mickle Samson " (539), also known " Mickle Sam- 
as " Coldstream Lad," from his having succeeded his sire in the ^Ooidstr^m 
Coldstream district, where he was led by "Tommy Shearer." Lad" (539). 
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" Mickle Samson " was the first noted stallion possessed by the 
late Mr. Samuel Clark, and he won for his owner the First Prize at 
the Highland and Agricultural Society's Show held at Glasgow in 
1828, when he was shown in the ring by Mr. Peter Crawford of 
Dumgoiack, who describes him as a big, " mickle/' thick horse with 
two white fore legs, the white rising as far up as the knees. As 
has been stated 1 , he travelled in Berwickshire many years, but in 
the year following his success at Glasgow he served in Linlithgow- 
shire. " Little Samson " (447), one of his stock, was bred in the 
Kilmalcolm district of Eenfrewshire, and was also the property of 
Mr. Clark. He was not such a big horse as his sire, but was a 
strong, thick-set, dark-coloured horse with one of his hind legs 
white. Mr. Peter Crawford led this horse, as a four-year old, in 
Easter Boss, and also' in Lauderdale a season. " Little Samson " 
became sire of " Comet I. " (191), which Mr. Wilson purchased 
from Mr. Clark, and bred with very successfully in the north. His 
most noted son was " Comet" (192), better known as the " Grey 
Comet," which won First Prize at the Highland Society's Show at 
Inverness" in 1856, and many others. He was a handsome, well- 
built horse, of a dapple-grey colour, standing 16 hands high on 
short legs, which were clean and well-feathered, and possessing 
sound black hoofs. He had a good Clydesdale head and neck, a 
vigorous eye, and was a good mover. His back was short and firm, 
and he was well sprung out on the ribs, being particularly thick 
through the heart, and when in good condition is said to have 
girthed 8| feet. His stock all bear a close resemblance to himself, 
are of a sound healthy condition, and much in demand in the 
north. 



The "Old Clyde" Strain. 

An exceedingly fashionable strain of blood at the present date 
is that finding its best representative in the horse whose pedigree 
is to be found on Tablet II., p. xxxvi. The oldest noted horse 
Old Clyde" of this line was " Old Clyde " (574), sometimes known as " Clyde 
574 )* Boy," bred by Mr. George Scott, Barr, Largs, Ayrshire, about the 

pedigree of which there is some little dispute. His breeder says 
his dam was served by two horses— one named " Scotsman " (754), 
a little brown horse bred in the Lanark district, the other an 
unnamed two-year old colt. Breeders generally have agreed 
that " Scotsman," which, as the property of Mr. Thomas Young, 
Stewarton, travelled in the Cunningham district of Ayrshire, was 
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the sire. The first horse of note got by " Old Clyde " was " Sir 
Walter Scott" (797), also bred by Mr. George Scott, which, after 
travelling several seasons in England, was brought back to Scot- 
land by Mr. David Eiddell, Kilbowie, and eventually became the 
property of the late Duke of Hamilton, who used him as stud- 
horse at Merryton Home Farm. He was a well- and evenly built 
horse, in colour light brown, and had a white " ratch " on his face. 
His action was clever and stylish ; and this good quality he im- 
parted to his stock, his grandson, " Prince of Wales " (673), largely 
inheriting it. He also left many mares, a " Sir Walter " mare, 12 
or 15 years ago, being as much prized as a " Victor " or " Samson " 
mare of the present day. He was, however, suspected by many to 
have had a slight twitch of "nerve," and on one occasion was 
objected to at the Glasgow Stallion Show after he had been 
awarded the premium. He won First Prize at the Highland 
Society's Show at Dumfries in 1860, and also at the International 
Show held atBattersea in 1862. Of his stock, "General" (322) 
is probably best known as being the sire of " Prince of Wales " 
(673), before mentioned, whose successes in the show-ring and at 
the stud have secured for him the reputation of being the most 
fashionable sire of the day, as the reader will find on reference to the 
index. " Largs Jock" (444), half-brother to " Sir Walter Scott," 
though not so handsome or stylish, bred well in Kintyre, where 
there are some good brood-mares off him. "Old Clyde" is also 
further famous as the sire of " Lord Haddo" (486), a noted Aber- 
deenshire breeding horse. He was a bay horse with three black 
legs and one hind foot white over the pastern, 16 hands 2 inches 
high, with good quality of legs, of fair strength, with plenty of hair 
and well-formed pastern-joints and feet. He had a well-formed 
head and fair neck, with good width of chest, his worst fault being 
a bareness of the hind quarters and a slight deficiency in action. 
There is no doubt he greatly improved the draught-horses of Aber- 
deenshire ; and his gets were usually well-coloured, good-tempered, 
big, strong-boned animals with well-formed legs and feet, but 
lacking body till they arrived at maturity*

The further pedigree refers to " Farmer «' Rob Boy's " pedigree is unknown (see p. xxviii). 
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Characteristic Features and Points of Breed. 

The oldest judges of Clydesdale horses in the Upper Ward of 
Lanarkshire are of opinion that the Clydesdale horses of the pre- 
sent day differ little from those which were sold at Lanark and 
Eutherglen Fairs. Few of them will allow that they have been 
improved during the last 30 or 40 years ; and many maintain that 
horses in old days were better furnished with bone, their legs 
better fringed with hair, and in general were much sounder than 
those for which high prices have been paid during recent years. 

Such opinions, however, have to be received with certain reser- 
vations ; but it cannot be doubted that when the breeding-area was 
limited, much more attention was paid to the mating of animals 
than now, when the area is confined to no particular part of the 
country. 

The want of a Stud-Book was not so much felt, as the pedigrees 
of the different kinds (the Lochlyoch, Brownhill, and Elder's) were 
well registered in the memory of breeders, who at that time were 
very particular as to the introduction of new blood into their 
stock. The breeding of horses was then, indeed, the main branch 
of the business of the Upper-Ward farmers, so that it was natural 
for them to pay extra attention to it. In more recent years some 
of the blood of the English cart-horse has been fused with that of 
the Clydesdale, the desired object being to increase size ; but those 
who have engaged in it have not been particularly successful in 
attaining their end — " legginess 99 rather than proportional height 
being not infrequently the result, while some valuable characteris- 
tic features of the breed have been endangered, notably that of the 
broad Clydesdale head. 
The Head. More attention was paid by breeders in past days to the head of 

the horse than, unfortunately, is now the rule, and recent ex- 
hibitions show a sad lack of this prominent feature of our 
Scottish draught-horses. Judges of the Highland and Agricultu- 
ral Shows and of other less important exhibitions have not attached 
such importance to this point as they should; and horses and mares 
with narrow, clean-cut, or what are termed " hard heads," with a 
prominence of bone, but narrow between and above the eyes and 
having no room for brain, have been placed high on the prize- 
list. 

The head of the typical Clydesdale is very different from this. 
He has a broad jaw, ending, as a rule, in a not very fine or well-

tapered muzzle, but with large open nostrils. His eye is usually 
full and vigorous, yet mild ; his forehead broad and full between the 
eyes ; while from the eyes the forehead tapers gradually upwards 
to the ears, which are long and active. Breeders of Clydes- 
dales should attach considerable importance to these points, as a 
horse of such a description will generally be found to be of excellent 
temper, easily trained, docile, and very wise in cart or plough. 

Experience alone can teach one when the head is well set on to 
the neck ; but the latter should be strong, massive, and of medium The Neck and 
height; while the shoulder should be more oblique than in the S* 10 " 1 ^- 
English draught-horse. This, indeed, is one of the distinctive 
features of the Clydesdale, as to his formation of shoulder is largely 
owing his long, quick step, for which he is so justly admired. 
The " upright 99 shoulder of the English cart-horse may certainly 
give greater power in the collar; but if shortness and slowness 
of step be considered this cannot be called an advantage. The 
English horse, besides, is more accustomed to sheer dragging and 
to working in chains, while his Scottish rival is chiefly employed 
in the two-wheeled cart, which occasions a considerable amount 
of weight being balanced on the animal's back. A medium slanted 
shoulder gives a horse, in such circumstances, an advantage ; and 
doubtless those who carted the minerals of Lanarkshire in ante- 
railroad days found this formation well adapted for their purposes. 
Even yet no one will affirm that it is unsuited to the traffic of 
the day if he will only take the opportunity offered for forming 
an opinion by the sight of the Clydesdale horses yoked to cart or 
lorry in the streets of Glasgow. 

Good sound legs and feet are essential to all horses, and are cer- The Fore leg. 
tainly not undervalued in the Clydesdales ; in fact some judges, in 
their admiration of such good qualities, frequently lose sight of 
"top" altogether. 

Quite as essential as the slightly oblique and closely-topped 
shoulder of the Clydesdale for his long quick step is a strong fore- 
arm. This part, from a side view, should be broad ; loaded with 
long, strong muscles, so as to give him full power to bring forward 
the part beneath ; and in length should be proportionate to the 
length of the shoulder. A flat and broad knee is also essential ; 
but this is a point sometimes overlooked by the best of Clydesdale 
judges, who prefer strength of bone immediately under the knee in 
many horses, and so the leg comes to the ground as if there were 
no joint between the elbow and the pastern. 
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Deficiency of bone under the knee has not infrequently caused 
the rejection of many good horses in the show-yard in favour of 
animals which happen to be thicker at that particular place, yet 
have not half the strength, owing to the bone not being of the 
proper shape, or to the entire absence of sinew. The shank-bone 
should be flat from a side view, thick and gently rounded from a 
front view, and tapering to an edge as it goes back. The late Mr. 
Fulton used to say he liked the " razor-legged " ones, an expression 
which conveys the idea of what this part should be. The back part 
from the knee down should possess a nice flowing fringe of silken 
hair, which should spring from the very edge of the bone. This hair 
should be of what a judge of a Skye terrier would style a " pily" 
nature ; and good judges will not have a horse at all the feather of 
which has a coarse matted appearance. Possibly too much attention 
is paid by Clydesdale breeders to this point, and many will not 
exhibit at certain shows because their horses at the particular time 
happen to be what they term " bare of hair." The hair certainly 
creates a false impression of strength of bone, as an animal which 
has a broad forearm and well- developed knee, if deficient in " fea- 
ther," does not compare well with one possessed of a nice flowing 
fringe several inches long ; and this is decidedly disadvantageous ; 
but the high value set upon nice silky hair is on account of its being 
in all cases a certain indication of a strong, healthy bone, as the hair 
of a short, coarse, matted kind suggests a decided tendency to grease. 
All horses have a tendency to lose their hair when being put into 
show condition (t. e. loaded with fat like a bullock), and so " blis- 
tering," it is to be regretted, is commonly resorted to to strengthen 
its growth. The hair produced by this process is not, however, so 
silken or so fine as the natural, and the difference is easily detected 
by the practised eye. 

The sinews of the leg should be thick, strong, thrown well 
back from the bone, and capable of being felt with the hand; if 
not, the leg is not a good one, however thick, as a soft, round leg, 
in which the sinews are not very well defined, will not stand work. 

The lower end of the shank-bone, or fetlock, should also be large 
in all, so as to give full play to the tendons ; and Clydesdale judges 
are also very particular as to this, and also to the pastern, which 
during the last few years has come in for a large share of atten- 
tion. Touatt, writing on this point, says: — "The concussion 
which attends the common action of the cart-horse is little, be- 
cause his movements are slow, and therefore the upright and 
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strong pastern is given to him, which he can force into tJie ground, 
and on which he can throw the whole of his immense weight" If 
Mr. Youatt had ever seen a draught-horse on the streets of Glas- 
gow or any other large town, " forcing his upright and strong pas- 
tern " into the granite pavement, he would possibly have halted 
before he wrote the above sentence. No doubt an upright pastern 
suits well the upright shoulder and slow action of the English 
draught-horse, a conformation which can scarcely be called the 
best for any purpose ; but it will not do in the Clydesdale, which 
requires a pastern to suit the formation of the shoulder, and to 
confer the necessary elasticity to counteract the concussion caused 
by his quick, firm step. Short, upright pasterns always get worse 
with age and feeding, and the action in due course of time 
becomes impeded. A horse with an upright pastern has little 
or no command of his foot, and literally walks as on a crutch ; and 
if he has no power of his foot he cannot have much in his shoulder. 
The streets of Glasgow are very trying to horses, which have to 
scramble for a footing in the furrows between the hard, smooth 
paving-stones ; and horses with upright pasterns are sometimes 
almost powerless to move, where those with pasterns moderately 
sloped, and of a medium length, can walk with comparative ease. 
Farmers around Glasgow are alive to this, and will not readily 
use a stallion which has this defect, however strong and shapely. 

In districts removed from Glasgow, judging from the animals 
exhibited at the shows, they are less particular — doubtless because 
a horse with upright pasterns, which would render him useless 
for street work, might last for 10 or 12 years ploughing and cart- 
ing on soft land. The horse, however, which stands the streets 
best is not the worst for the farmer ; and as he only lasts for six 
or eight years at street work he is always in demand, so that his 
conformation and points should be carefully studied. 

Without a good, sound, well-shaped, healthy foot, a horse is of no 
use at all, however symmetrical and strong. A dissertation on the 
form, defects, &c. of the foot is not required here; it suffices 
to state that the Clydesdale is generally sound on that point, 
though subject, like all other breeds of the equine genus, to its 
various diseases. Side-bone and ring-bone are said by veterinary 
surgeons to be less common than in the cart-horses of the south. 
Many Clydesdale stallions are lame from " founder," occasioned, 
in numerous cases, by over-feeding and want of exercise, but now 
become so common as to raise suspicions of its being hereditary. 
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An undue length of back is not an uncommon defect in the for- 
mation of the Clydesdale, and flat, badly-sprung ribs — the last of 
the latter occasionally very short — form defects which it should be 
the object of breeders to remove. The back is not infrequently 
low, and the horse at first sight looks as if he had no command of 
himself, the barrel merely forming a bridge between the fore and 
hinder ends. The chest is generally low, broad, and full, if the 
body is large and round-ribbed ; if not, it is narrow, and the horse 
has a weak " wedgy " appearance ; and in street traffic this want 
of breadth places him sometimes, in rounding corners, under com- 
mand of the shafts *oi the waggon or lorry if at all heavily laden. 

Broad, low-set hind quarters, with muscular thighs, descending 
into broad and proportionately-developed hocks, sum up the good 
points of the hind end of the Clydesdale. Narrow hocks are so 
subject to thorough pin, &c, that most breeders avoid them, though 
there should be no perceptible marks of unsoundness. Straight 
hocks are not liked ; but if the other parts are proportionate and 
the action sound, no exception is taken to this formation. It is as 
a work-horse, however, that the Clydesdale should be considered ; 
and it is questionable if a straight hock affords as much propelling 
power as one moderately beat. The muscles surrounding the hocks 
should be strong and firm ; and objection is always taken to animals 
which have them loose and flabby, or which, to use a breeder's 
phrase, have " fleshy hocks." 

From the hock to the ground the leg should be short, broad, flat, 
clean, evenly, and straight or slightly inclined forward ; the sinews 
standing out from the bone, and having a similar fringe of hair to that 
on the fore leg, and rising as high as the bottom of the hock- joint. 

The hind pasterns are a little larger generally than the fore ones, 
and are more inclined, but not so much as to give the idea that they 
are not supporting the quarters. Short, steep hind pasterns are a 
very bad fault, as the animal is always sticking its toes into the 
ground. 

Height. The average height of the Clydesdale horse is about 16 hands 
2 inches, though there are several stallions to be found as high as 

Colour. 17 hands, but very few over that height. The fashionable colour 
is brown, that of a deep dark shade preferred, and all the more so 
if dappled, while black is also common. Grey is not in favour, and 
few colts are kept entire of this colour unless very prepossessing 
otherwise. Grey mares are, however, used for breeding ; and the 
number of grey foals occasionally produced by dark-coloured mares 
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served by dark horses shows that the colour was very Common pre- 
vious to the rule which the Highland Society made in favour of 
" black and brown bays." This rule, it has to be remarked, has long 
been obsolete, and is in no way accountable for the castration of 
colt-foals, as within the past 30 years grey stallions have taken 
some of the best prizes of the Highland and Agricultural Society. 
The colour is simply not liked, and few breeders on the Clydeside 
care to have their best mares served by grey horses. Clydesdale 
breeders are decidedly adverse to chestnuts ; and in some districts 
a chestnut horse, however good-looking and strong, would not be 
made use of, and indeed would be regarded by many as of impure 
origin. An occasional roan is to be met with ; but this colour is 
only regarded as an evidence of a. stain of impure blood, neither 
chestnut nor roan being recognized as Clydesdale colours. 

"White markings are now very common, and have come to be re- 
garded as a sign of purity of blood ; few of the Clydesdale horses 
of the present day are without white on one of the legs, while a 
white star or stripe on the face — " ratch*" as some breeders term 
it, if of the latter form is highly prized. 

Jn examining a horse when standing, a good judge will, in Judging, 
addition to running his eye over the various points mentioned, see 
that he stands even and firm on his feet, which in some horses are 
inclined slightly inward. To be the least inclined outward is a 
bad fault, and one which gets worse with age. As regards the 
hind legs, a glance will tell if they are all right with the animal 
aud hocks close to each other, and the feet at the proper place for 
supporting the weight of the body, while at the same time giving 
the animal the fullest power for the use of the hind leg, in which 
lies nearly all the propelling power. 

In walking, the horse should, if approaching you, come with his 
head well carried, and with an apparently measured stride, lifting 
his feet well off the ground, and placing them down again regu- 
larly, evenly, and with apparent deliberation. 

On a side view one can notice if his action be even, i. e. if his Action, 
fore and hind action be in unison ; for in horses with long backs 
and weak loins the two ends seem to be under different control, 
and the hind legs, being in a manner dragged with the toes along 
the ground, an unpleasing effect is produced. 

In going away at a walk, a horse should plant his hind feet 
forward as deliberately as his fore ones, at the same time raising 
and bending the leg at the hock, which should be evenly carried

forward. If the hocks are turned out in moving them forward, 
the action is not good ; and a Clydesdale breeder considers this an 
exceedingly bad fault in either horse or mare, though it is one 
which is commonly overlooked south of the Tweed. 

In trotting the horse should bend the legs at the knees and 
hocks, and from a hind view the inside of the fore hoofs should 
almost be seen at every step. If the animal be inclined to move 
wide behind, this fault will easily be discovered at the trotting pace. 

Shivering. " Shivering," a nervous trouble (fortunately very rare) arising 

from organic disease of the brain and spinal cord, and strongly 
hereditary, is one of the worst diseases of the Clydesdale, and no 
one should breed from stock so affected. A horse labouring under 
this disease will, if backed, frequently reveal its presence by his 
nervous (and hence the designation " shivering ") condition. 

Nerved. " Stringhalt " (horses affected with which are, by Clydesdale 

breeders, said to be " nerved ") is another disease for which action 
has to be closely and carefully watched ; and if the horse be turned 
sharply round in his own length it is generally revealed. In showing 
horses in the ring, clever grooms will attempt to hide this by giving 
the animal the full length of the halter and bringing it gradually 
round. 

Undoubtedly the place where the Clydesdale horse is seen to 
best advantage is at his work ; and there can be no finer sight to 
a lover of the draught-horses than a West of Scotland ploughing- 
match. At such gatherings 30 or 40 pairs may be seen at one time, 
each yoked abreast to the plough, moving slowly along, with that 
decisive, long, measured step which is one of his finest character- 
istics. He proceeds very cautiously withal, as though he were 
well aware that the success of the ploughman in a great measure 
depended upon himself. 

The animals are all guided by words from the mouth of the 
ploughman, reins in many cases being dispensed with altogether. 
In Cart. I 11 ^ ne ordinary " coup '-cart he steps freely out ; and the 

business-like fashion in which he will lay his whole weight into the 
collar and drag heavy loads up-hill, stamp him as a splendid 
work horse. In the streets of Glasgow he is possibly seen to 
best advantage ; there he is to be met with at every comer singly 
dragging heavily-laden lorries, to which in London a pair would 
usually be attached. Though active, he is generally possessed of a 
good temper and is easily broken. 
Constitution. His constitution is, as a rule, very healthy, and he stands

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wet possibly better than any other particular breed of draught- 
horses. 

His many qualities have gained for him a very heavy demand 
during the last 15 or 20 years, and large numbers of our best 
brood-mares and noted stallions have been exported to Australia 
and New Zealand, where the breed is in particular favour ; and 
not a few have gone to the United States of America and Canada. 
This demand has, during the last few years, caused a very heavy 
rise in the price of good, shapely, well-bred animals which are 
likely to breed well themselves. 

Twenty or thirty years ago .£100 would have bought the best Incpea8e in 
brood-mare, but during recent years .£300, .£400, £500, and in Prices, 
some cases larger prices have been realized for such ; while prize- 
winning fillies of one and two years old have brought from .£150 
to £200, and animals not so successful from £80 to .£120. The 
demand for heavy brood-stock from the colonies, though contri- 
buting largely to the increase, has not been the main cause, which 
is to be found in the heavy demand for good cart-geldings for 
street traffic. Three or four years' work on the streets of Glasgow 
kills many of them, and the very best do not last longer than eight 
years ; so that the work of replacement continually goes on. 

Enormous though the advance in the price of mares during the 
past few years has been, it is nothing compared to the increase 
in value and service of stallions. Ten years ago £500 would have 
been esteemed a fabulous price for a stallion, but recently animals 
have been reported as selling for £1500. A comparison of the 
service fees during the past half-dozen years will indicate the 
extent of the rise, and is possibly more reliable than a comparison 
of the prices. 

Previous to 1850 the ordinary terms were 2s. 6d. to the groom, 
payable at service, and £1 to the owner when the mare produced 
a foal. Shortly after that date what is termed "the hand- 
money " system was introduced, so much being charged at service Service Fees, 
and an additional sum on the production of a foal. Thus in 
several old stallion bills the terms are stated as " 7s. 6d. at service, 
and 15s. when the mare proves in foal " — the larger fee, it will be 
observed, only being exacted when the mare produced a foal. Many 
owners, however, retained their old system of £1 2s. 6d. for a foal, 
which was Mr. Barr's charge for " Prince Eoyal " and " General 
Williams and this price is said to have been fairly remunerative, as, 
owing to the Scotch system, still in vogue, of billeting horse and 
groom, the outlay was small. 
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The rise in price has, no doubt, been largely owing to the brisk Glasgow stal- 
competition for good stallions at the Glasgow Agricultural So- 14011 show ' 
ciety's Stallion Shows ; and the keynote to the liberal terms was, 
indeed, first sounded by the Glasgow Society itself. The List of 
Horses (p. xlviii) which have travelled the Glasgow district since 
1870 cannot fail to be interesting, as showing the gradual increase 
in premium-rates, &c. When it is taken into consideration that 
the Society allows each horse to serve 80 mares, it will readily be 
seen that stallion- hiring has become within the last few years a 
much more remunerative business than it formerly was. The 
rapid growth of the Glasgow Society's Spring Stallion Show calls 
for passing notice. In 1861, when the Committee of the Glasgow 
Agricultural Society met in a corner of the Cattle-Market on 
market-day to select a horse for the district at a premium of £40, 
only three animals were brought forward ; while in 1877 there were 
brought forward 209 Stallions, and premiums amounting to £4000, 
exclusive of service fees, were awarded. Indeed, the Society has 
been forced to arrange a special day for the exhibition, and to rent 
for the occasion the whole area of the market. 

The Scotch system of hiring stallions to travel in particular disr Stallion-hiring 
tricts, though useful in improving the breed, has many defects ; s y 8tem ' 
but one of the worst of these, accidental in-breeding, will be re- 
moved by the publication of a Stud-book. Pedigrees not being Pedigrees, 
carefully registered, in not a few instances deputations have taken 
into their district a horse whose sire several years previously 
travelled the same circuit and left behind many valuable mares. 
The son, or possibly grandson, serves these mares, and in some In-breeding, 
cases good results follow, but in many the opposite takes effect in 
the development of a tendency to ring- and side-bone or some 
other disease. Such mistakes should now be guarded against, 
though breeders woulcl do well not to err in the opposite direction. 
A glance at the pedigree-tables will reveal the fact that many of 
our best horses have been in-bred, and that with advantage, as the 
blood thereby becomes strengthened and they breed more impres- 
sively. Clydesdale men need to find out that breeding from good 
conformation or horses which please and " fill the eye " alone is a 
mistake ; there must always be blood of one particular strain or 
another. Relations of the cousinship degree seem to be common 
throughout this volume, and, so far as we can judge from Show- 
yard honours, have been tolerably successful. 

Another growing evil of the hiring-system is that of " hand- moneY*" 
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money," already alluded to. Than the system of "No foal no 
money " there can be nothing fairer, whilst in the other there is a 
clear temptation to fraud. Owing possibly to the evil system of 
keeping the stallion idle all winter instead of giving him some 
healthy work on the farm to do, and then fattening him as though 
he were a bullock, and subsequently reducing him as soon as selected, 
the powers of propagation in numerous cases have been impaired. By 
the time the horse is four years old the owner is thoroughly cognizant 
of this from the complaints of those who hired him as a three-years 
old ; yet he lets the horse at the Annual Spring Stallion Show at 
Glasgow to a deputation from a distance, who offer him, besides a 
premium of .£100, £1 10s. per mare, payable at service, with £1 10s. 
additional when the mare proves in foal. Leaving the foal money 
to take care of itself, an unscrupulous owner is quite content to 
send out an inferior stock-getter for a .£100 Premium and .£1 10s. 
per mare. The loss is of course a heavy one to the farmers of the 
district, as they lose possibly a half or three quarters of a full crop 
of foals. The best remedy for this evil state of matters is to return 
to the good old system of payment by results ; or at least this and 
a nominal charge made for service, so as to protect the stallion 
owner from being disappointed of his rightful gain through the 
fault of the mare. 

To protect themselves breeders should keep private registers of 
their studs (approved copies of which can be obtained from the 
Secretary o£ the Clydesdale Horse Society), and it will be wise for 
them to have the entry of the date of service certified by the sig- 
nature of the stallion-groom. Such a simple action should not 
entail much labour where the service is at the breeder's house ; 
but to suit particular cases, cards, signed and certifying date of 
service, name of horse, <fcc, should in all cases be used. 

Pedigrees are now-a-days heavily paid for, and it is but right 
that every means should be employed of making them correct. In 
ordinary commercial transactions, the simple matter of the using of 
a penny postage-stamp is recorded ; and yet, as was experienced 
in the compilation of the annexed pedigrees, in transactions in 
which hard cash to the amount of several pounds was paid and a 
possible actual value of a hundred involved, there was not " the 
scrape of a pen."

Clydesdale breeding, have been collected, as mentioned in the Pre--- 
face, from entry-forms made by breeders and owners, from entries 
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in the catalogues of the Highland and Agricultural Society's and 
other shows, and from old travelling cards and stallion bills. The 
pedigrees, having been collected and systematically arranged, were 
carefully revised by the Editing Committee*, which consisted of the 
President and Vice-President (Sir Michael E. Shaw- Stewart, Bart.), 
tx officio, and Messrs. John M. Martin, yr., of Auchendennan ; 
Alex. Young, Keir Mains, Dunblane ; Oliphant Brown, Shiel, New 
Galloway ; Robert M'Kean, Lumloch, Bishopbriggs ; and Duncan 
M'Farlane, Torr, Helensburgh. The Committee met weekly for 
revisal, and no effort was spared in obtaining information by letter, 
personal investigation by the Secretary, or otherwise, where discre- 
pancies occurred ; and with certain exceptions every pedigree has 
been verified by either the breeder or owner or some one intimately 
acquainted with either. Though no doubt there are certain to be 
some mistakes, yet every thing has been done to make the work as 
trustworthy as possible ; and the information furnished can there- 
fore be relied upon, and it is sincerely to be hoped that all interested 
will lend a helping hand in the execution of future volumes. 

* Sir William Stirling-Maxwell, of Keir, Bart., was the original Vice-Presi- 
dent ; but he only attended one Meeting — that of 14th November, 1877 — ere 
he died at Venice, on the 16th January, 1878 ; at the Meeting of Council held 
on 25th February, Sir Michael R. Shaw-Stewart was elected Vice-President in 
his stead, and at subsequent weekly meetings invariably presided in the absence 
of the President.
